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•Hiie  report  contains  terms  selected  as  baying  soaie  degree  of  criticality  in 
tka  training/perfemanee  of  tasks  contained  in  tbe  respective  NoS  Soldier's 
Mammal  (SM).  These  eritical  words  were  selected  by  siAject  matter/ job  experts 
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Contents  and  Gmeral  Xnformation 

1.  The  Word  Crltloallty  Analysis  (HCA)  reports  were  reproduced  exactly  as 
generated  via  oonputer  printout.  The  prlae  users  of  this  document  were 
fully  cognisant  of  its  contents  and  required  no  special  instructions  for 
interpretation.  However,  for  the  sake  of  other  readers,  the  following 
brief  description  of  contents  is  provided. 

2.  The  HCA  reports  tor  most  MOS  are  divided  as  follows: 

o  SkUl  Level  1 
o  Skill  Level  II 

However,  due  to  the  way  some  Soldier  Manuals  are  constructed,  the  HCA  for 
some  MOS  have  both  Skill  Levels  merged  into  one  report.  Each  Skill  Level 
is  subdivided  into  two  sections. 

a.  Introductory  -  these  MOS  critical  words,  identified  by  the  code 
"TRN",  represent  terms  unmatched  on  the  master  tape  for  that  MOS.  (Reasons 
for  this  include:  words  volunteered  as  critical;  keypunching  errors; 
updating  master  tapes  per  Ohanges  in  SM,  etc).  MOTE:  The  number  to  the 
left  of  each  critical  word  is  its  criticality  index  defined  below. 

b.  Main  >  these  MOS  critloal  words  are  ranked  alphabetically  within  a 
oritioality  index  (defined  below)  that  also  is  ranked  from  1~5.  The 
numbers  to  the  right  of  the  critical  words  represent  the  SM  page  on  which 
that  term  appeared  and  Its  frequency  of  appearance.  Example  ”222,4”  is 
lnterf»*eted  as:  ”4  tines  on  page  222”.  NOTE:  Due  to  computer 
programming/ sort  diffloulties,  the  aocuimey  of  correct  page  refmr>enolng  is 
only  approximately  80|  for  most  reports.  Zaprovements  in  programming  and 
coding  increased  this  accuracy  to  S5%  in  Uiose  reports  completed  last 
(i.a.,  dated  Jan«Mar  82). 

3.  Hord  Criticality  Index: 

The  following  5  point  rating  aoale  was  used  by  a  team  of  up  to  3 
subject  natter  experts  ikon  Amy  MOS  proponent  sobools  to  mte  eaoh  word 
selected  as  having  some  importance  for  training/perfoming  a  critical 
task:
